(Experimental Farm Notes.)

Using asphalt from the nearby 
Husky Oil & Refining Ltd. refinery, 
the Sidney plant will manufacture 
saturated sheathing, asphalt saturat- 
ed felt, smooth and mineral surfaced 
roofing, asphalt shingles and insulat- 
ed sidings. 

The plant will produce about 8,000 
tons of asphalt yearly, representing 
a new market for the asphalt yield 
from about 120,000 barrels yearly of 
Lloydminster heavy crude. 

The Sidney plant will be one of 
the first industries to come into the 
prairies not because of the develop- 
ment of the oil industry in its pri- 
Ynary purpose, but because it will be 
using a product of that industry. 

Many other industries have, enter- 
ed the prairie field as suppliers since 
the discovery of Leduc four years 
ago, but the asphaltic products in- 
dustry is one of the first to enter as 
a “customer”. 

The new plant will employ about 
40-.persons,

In addition to the asphalt to be 
used in the manufacture of Sidney 
products, natural gas — another by- 
product of the Lloydminster oil in- 
dustry—will be used as fuel for heat- 
ing the asphalts, 

Llodyminster’s black oil belt strad- 
dies the Alberta-Saskatchewan bor- 
der, about 300 miles north of the 
United States-Canadian boundary. 
The area has produced to date over 
5,000,000 barrels of crude, ranging in 
gravity from 10 to 26 degrees API, 
and is expected to produce 2,000,000 
barrels this year. It is the largest 
single source of heavy crude being 
produced in Canada today.

Cosmos, giant marigolds, zinnias, 
petunias, portulaca, nicotine, calen- 
dula, alyssum, nasturtiums, étc., are 
in this class. They are easily grown 
almost anywhere in Canada. Some 
of the larger flowers can actually 
be used in the place of shrubs, Seeds 
should be started early and in fine 
soil, Plants are transplanted to per- 
manent quarters when they are well 
established with several sets of 
leaves, Ready-started bedding plants 
can” be bought from greenhouse 
People. For husky growth, cosmos, 
gladioli, dahlias, giant marigolds and 
zinnias should have about two feet 
each way—petunias need about a foot 
of rgom. Once established: these 
flowers’ will look after themselves 
and bloom for months,

With bigger seed like beans, peas, 
corn, etc., spacing will be easy, but 
it is much more difficult with the 
fine seeds of carrot, lettuce or alys- 
sum. Such things can be read 
more evenly by mixing with a little 
dry sand and sowing the mixture. 
In any case no matter how carefully 
we“sow some later thinning as the 
plants develop will he advisable. 
Proper depth in Planting is also 
important, The rule here is about 
three times the diameter of the seed.

In revealing his. department's high- 
way plans for the coming year, Mr, 
Douglas said it was the “biggest pro- 
gram of work ever outlined for Sask 
atchewan in any one season.” 

He said the Trans-Cahada highway 
Plans call for hard-surfacing 87 
miles, gravelling 108 miles and grad- 
ing 131 miles, The hard-surfacing 
will be done in the Wolseley-McLean, 
Parkbeg-Valjean, -Morse-Herbert and 
Herbert-Rush Lake areas, 

The department's plans call for 
the continuaton of the construction 
of the two main east-west highways, 
linking up highways connecting the 
main centres of Population, carrying 
on the extension of the three main 
north-south arteries, and assisting in 
the improvement of roads giving ac- 
cess to outlying communities, 

“In preparing this program of 
work, the needs of the people of 
Saskatchewan have been given first 
consideration and while we recog- 
nize the value of tourist traffic, in 
our opinion it is secondary to the re- 
quirements of our citizens,” Mr, 
Douglas said. 

“Fortunately, a number of the- 
Projects on this year’s program not 
only meet the needs of Saskatche- 
wan communities, but also provide 
links on some~of our main tourist ~ 
roads,” he added. 

Mr. Douglas declared the 1951 
program was based on the assump- 
tion the supply of equipment and re- 
pairs would not be ‘too Breatly re- 
stricted, costs did not spiral above 
the estimates, and the federal gov- 
ernment would continue to share the 
costs of the Trans-Canada highway. 


Private Enterprise 
To Extract Oil 
In Alberta Sands 


EDMONTON.—One of the world’ 
Sreat potential sources of‘oil—the oi 
sands of northern Alberta—will be 
developed under private enterprise, 
Premier E. C. Manning’ told the 
Alberta legislature that a number~of 
groups have expressed interest in the 
vast oil-laden sands, but that the 
government has not yet received any 
development proposals, 

He said the deposits will be devel- 
oped’ under private enterprise “but 
with full. safeguards as far as the 
welfare of the province is concerned.” 

The province operates a pilot plant 
in the area, conducting experiments 
into the problem of extracting the 
oil from the sands. Chief difficulty 
has been the high cost of separating 
the oil from the sand.

Which do you prize more highly, 
political frecdom or religious frce- 
dom? That question may start you 
thinking. 

It was to gain religious freedom 
that tho Pilgrim Fathers came to 
this, continent in 1620, Political 
freedom’ was ‘won bythe American 
colonies in 1781. Freedom from 
slavery -came to the negroes of the 
southern States only in 1865. 

President F/ Q. Roosevelt gave the 
world a new Phrase and a better un- 
derstanding. of its probléms when he 
enumerated is: Four Freedoms. 
“Freedom of speech, freedom of wor- 
ship, feedom from want and freedom 
from fear”—were those the four? 
We are tempted to remark hero that 
what the East needs is freedom from 
‘want and what the West needs is free- 
from fear—and we might not .be ‘so 
far from the truth, at tiat| But we 
must move along, for © there are 
many other freedoms of great im- 
portance to the individual (We shall 

hot try to list them all.) : 

‘| Wives go to Reno to obtain freedom 
from the bonds of matrimony; suf- 
ferers from toothache’ go to their 
dentist to secure freedom from pain; 
men toil for years to clear off the 
mortgage and izain freedom from 
debt. We have a Russian friend who 
left tis homeland to escape the try- 
anny of Communism and what first 
impressed him when he arrived in 
Canada “was his complete freédqm to 
move arqund, “I get on a train at 
Quebec I get off where I like, No- 
body asks to see my papers. I am 
not once questioned by the police,” 

In Canada we enjoy more kinds 
of freedom than we can count, and 
that is one of them. But when we 
speak of freeing other countries we 
usually have in mind political free- 
dom. This kind of freedom may 
mean ‘much or little. Britain’s col- 
onies do not itave it. One of the 
worst mistakes that can be made by 
the West in its attempt to help the 
East is to assume that, its hungry 
millions are crying for  folitical 
freedom. Most of them want free- 
dom to live in peac’ ‘*rce.um from 
oppression, freedom from famine, 
freedom to wrest a bare living from 
the soil. That. is why-eny smooth- 
tongued Communist can lead them. 
He need only promise them owner- 
ship of a small plot of ground, and 
they will ‘gladly help in the “liquida- 
tion” of their grasping - landlords.
